REPORT  OF 

THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1942 

THE  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
the  Audited  Accounts  and  abridged  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1942. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  at  its  various  branches  has  made 
substantial  progress  during  the  year.  The  number  of  new 
Out-patients  and  attendances  at  both  the  Manchester  and 
Bowdon  Clinics  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  and 
the  number  of  operations  performed  at  Bowdon  is  the  highest 
on  record.  In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  nursing  and  domestic 
staff  the  beds  at  the  Crossley  Sanatorium  have  been  filled  to 
capacity.  Of  the  110  beds  provided  at  the  Sanatorium  the 
average  number  occupied  was  109.  Treatment  has  been 
continued  on  the  usual  lines,  using  rest  and  graduated  exercise 
where  this  will  bring  about  quiescence,  and  using  collapse 
therapy  when  a  cavity  exists  which  is  unlikely  to  heal.  Con¬ 
tinuous  suction  drainage  of  cavities  has  been  used  during  the 
year.  The  results  of  routine  treatment,  as  judged  by  sputum 
conversion  from  T.B.  positive  to  T.B.  negative,  are  disap¬ 
pointing,  only  41  per  cent  becoming  negative.  The  work  of 
the  X-Ray  department  has  continued  on  the  usual  lines.  The 
apparatus  is  now  beginning  to  show  signs  of  wear  after  about 
eight  years  steady  use,  but  should  last  for  some  little  time  yet. 
The  position  with  regard  to  food  has  deteriorated.  Until  the 
beginning  of  November  we  had  full  supplies  of  fish,  but  since 
a  new  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  our  supplies  have  been 
reduced  to  half  and  this  has  caused  increased  difficulty  in 
feeding  the  patients  adequately.  Patients  are  also  very 
conservative  in  their  tastes  and  are  surprisingly  reluctant  to 
eat  new  dishes. 

In  November  we  lost  the  services  of  Dr.  A.  K.  Miller,  our 
Medical  Superintendent,  who  is  now  Medical  Superintendent 
at  the  Roval  National  Hospital  for  Consumption,  Isle  of 
Wight. 

Dr.  J.  Houston  from  Abergele  Sanatorium  has  been 
appointed  in  his  place. 
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The  Board  regret  to  record  the  death  of  the  Reverend 
H.  Otway  Mayne,  who  acted  as  Chaplain  to  the  Sanatorium 
for  a  number  of  years.  The  Reverend  E.  H.  Barnes,  of  Ashton 
Heyes  Vicarage,  has  kindly  taken  over  his  duties.  Father 
Higgins  has  continued  his  regular  visits,  and  the  spiritual  hel^ 
of  these  Ministers  of  the  Church  is  of  the  greatest  value. 

The  Cinema  has  again  been  in  regular  use  during  the 
winter  months  and  is  always  attended  by  everyone  able  to 
do  so. 


The  Library  has  continued  its  work  under  the  librarian, 
Miss  Lord  ;  the  use  made  of  it  shows  what  a  part  it  plays  in 
the  lives  of  the  patients,  and  we  should  be  grateful  for  any 
modern  books,  novels,  etc.,  which  can  be  spared  by  our  friends.
